exander told them that her husband 
had become despondent and 
had shot 


.ami killed himself. She related euch a 
convincing story liuit Coroner J. M. 
Deavcr rendered a verdict of suicide. 
It was ten days later that Mrs. Al- 
exander's son by a former marriage,! 
Manual JVIandiver, gave Iho true story 
of the killing. Burgess up to lhat 
time had not oven been questioned. 


When Burgess was arraigned In 


court (he child was tho chief witness 
against him. 


"That Is . the man who killed my 


papa," thc boy said. He shot him in 
Ihe mouth. My papa fell to thc floor 
and then the soldier went away. Jly 
mamma cried after my papa was dead 
nnd I found tho bullet that killed him. 
J carried it In my pocket a few days 
and then a big boy took it away from 
me. The- soldier had his gun In his 
hand. It was a short sun. Ho and 
papa and my mama had been quar- 
reling."

Then, 
she swore, a quarrel beyajl at* which 
Burgess wag present.

Alexander then lurned 
on Burgess, she testified, saying. "I'll 
gel you loo. Ho fired again, but again 
missed nrtcl Ilurgcss shot and killed 
him.

the mosi serious and strenuous in the world.

and the sea is not smooth, and then the coast guards have to 
do Iheir work. 
Craft from the smallest motor boat fo (he 


largest sea-going vessel are liable to show up in trouble and 
the life savers have io "get busy" without slopping to think 
of (he risk of (heir own lives in the work .(hey' are about to 
perform. 


Only a few days ago there was a bad storm along (he At- 


lantic coast, though by no means so severe as is experienced 
every now and then. But the sea was rough and many lives 
were endangered. And then came the life guards to .the 
rescue. 
Fifty lives were saved in (he immediate vicinity of. 


New York cily. People out in motor boats and fishing boals 
found themselves in trouble, and had it not been for the brave 
men who patrol (he coast, ready night and day lo go to the 
aid of sufferers, many of these unfortunate people would 
never have lived lo tell Ihe tale.
